MAIN RACE WON BY PENELOPE 



Sweep Filly Defeats Some Good Racers at 
Havana — Track Improves. 



HAVANA. Cuba. January 4. — The Sweep filly 
Penelope showed a good pcrforni.-mce in the five 
and a half furlong handicap at Oriental Park this 
afternoon when she beat a good band of fast horses 
after making all ilu- pace, winning with plenty in 
reserve fimiu the favorite. Furbelow. lVnelo|K* was 
ridden by T. Wilson and at no time during the run- 
ning did the result appear in doubt. She was two 
lengths in the lead at the finish, while Furbelow 
had to lie ridden ’out to hen t Walnut Hnli by a 
neck. Cromwell, making Iiis first appearance under 
the colors of Iiis new owner. Scuor E. Alvarez, was 
fourth. 

Monday's layoff gave t lie track a chance to dry- 
out and it was a decided improvement over Sunday. 
It should be fast tomorrow. Today's attendance 
was augmented by many tourists, who have arrived 
here within the last few days. 

Among the recent arrivals was Fred Auerbaek. 
who is making his first visit to Oriental Park. 
Mr. Auerbaek was one of the promoters of the 
( linrleston Racing Association, which held several 
meetings at the South Carolina course. He will 
remain for a couple of days before returning to 
Miami. Fla., where he lias extensive interests. 

(’aimeto, the colt by Watervale — Topsy Bell, the 
latter the dam of All Bight Sir. is regarded by 
liorsemeu as being the best looking two-year-old at 
tin* track. The colt lias been showing fine speed 
in private trials and will soon lie entered in a 
race. He is the property of the Aruionia Stable, 
who secured him at the Jefferson Livingston dis- 
IH-rsul sale last, summer. He is named after tin- 
town near where the Armenia breeding farm is 
located. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ballard of West Baden, Iiid.. wen- 
visitors at the clubhouse today. 

The Hessian filly Mark-lisa made a show of her 
company in the opening dash, sprinting into a long 
lead soon after the rise of the harrier and easily 
holding sway throughout. 

The second race was well contested with the 
result in doubt until in the last few strides. 
Huurdsmnn. with Carmody up. after passing Lady 
Hester on the far turn hung on gamely in the 
stretch and earned the decision by a half length. 
I ,ndy Hester was second, but was hard pressed by 
Kibbler at the end. 



PRINCESS PALATINE’S STORY 



Mr. Replogle's $25,000 Filly Bred by Jockey 
O'Neill and Earned by Service. 



There is rather a pretty story aliout Mr. .1. Leon- 
ard Replogle’s purchase of the. $25,000 French filly 
Princess Palatine, now in the Waterbury Stable and 
Seott Harlan hands at Belmont Park. She was 
bought by Mr. Beplogle when he was in France la.st 
year for $25,000 — real American dollar* — not current 
exchange —from the American rider Frank O’Neill 
of St. I aiuis. Mo. 

O'Neill bred and owned tile filly. When Prince 
Palatine was at iiis best O'Neill rode the great 
English horse in some of ids richest races during 
the years 1911 and 1912. His riding pleased 
Mr. T. Pilkiiigton.' who bred and raced Prince Pala- 
tine. and after O’Neill had ridd-n tlie horse to 
win tlie St. I.egcr of 1911 ($32,2501 tlie Sundown' 
Eclipse of 1912 <$43,675! and tlie Newmarket 

Jockey Club Stakes of 1912 ($35,200). lie was grate- 
ful to the American rider for his skill and judg- 
ment. 

After the Jockey Cluh Stakes race Mr. Pilkiiigton 
promised O’Neill the service of Prince Palatine to 
a mare when he got one and when the Prince was 
retired O’Neill sought the mare. He had riddAn 
winners for H. B. Duryea and. after Mr. Duryea’s 
death, for Mrs. Duryea. Telling Mrs. Duryea of 
Mr. Pilkington’s promise, she offered O'Neill the 
famous mare Frizette. all of the foals of which have 
been notable winners, and the offer was accepted. 
Frizette was mated with Prince Palatine in 1917 
and Princess Palatine was the result. 

Mrs. Duryea raised tlie filly and eared for her. 
and last summer Mr. Beplogle saw her at tlie 
Duryea farm, admired and bought her. Tlie filly 
is a lovely individual and Harlan and the entire 
Waterbury Stable staff are in love with the 
Princess.

NEW ORLEANS. I,a.. Jiinnary 4. — Tlie tlirer- 
iptarters of a mile handicap with its purse of 
$1.5()0 was tin* outstanding offering on today’s 
card and it enabled Lloyd (.entry's Atigon to display 
Iiis superior mud running ability, for lie shouldered 
122 pounds, caused a lengthy post delay by his 
actions, and then won with consummate ease from 
tin- best i liat could be mustered here in tlie sprint- 
ing division. The recently acquired Wyoming, mak- 
ing Iiis initial appearance here and running in tlie 
colors of tlie Florisant stable, ran well, but just 
lasted to outstay the outsider St. Quentin. with 
Pickwick following closely, despite imviiig lost an 
immense amount of ground by coming wide on tlie 
stretch turn. The disappointment of tlie race was 
Bullet Proof. The latter was an almost equal 
favorite with Angon and never was prominent in 
the running. St. Quentin dominated tlie early 
running and was tlie lender until Angon ranged 
alongside in tlie stretch. He tired in tlie last six- 
teenth and it enabled Angon to draw away de- 
cisively. Wyoming, under hard riding, outstaying 
St. Quentin. But for coming wide into the stretch 
Pickwick would have Is-en second. 

A terrific rainstorm agaiu visited here this 
morning and at times the rainfall was almost a 
deluge. The cessation of the downpour about noon 
enabled the full strength of racing enthnsisaats to 
visit tlie course. Withdrawals were again numer- 
ous on account of tin- muddy track, but tlie sport 
did not suffer, for many of tlie finishes were close 
after early keen contention. Favorites were ill 
eclipse, most of them going down to defeat. 

Tlie two-year-old dash furnished an upset by tin- 
defeat of the highly regarded One Pin. carrying 
tin- colors of Joint Dundee. Little Patsy had littel 
difficulty in winning after having shown a facility 
for running freely in tin* going and tlie most speed 
from tlie start. One Pin followed him closely until 
light at tlie end. where he began tiring and was 
headed by Loveliest for second place. 

•luge showed Iiis usual speed in muddy going and 
won an easy victory in the second race over Shoot 
On and Marie Maxim. 

White Star scored the first victory at this meet- 
ing for tin- ('. F. (Turk colors when he won the 
third race, after Rising Bock, tlie favorite, had 
taken a ten -lengths lead in the first three-eighths 
and then quit badly, hut managed to just save thiid 
place. 

Sea Sinner enabled Andy Blakeley to saddle Iiis 
second winner of the afteroon when lie managed to 
get home in advance of Biff Bang, with Escarpolette 
third. 

Tom Sluiw. Murk Bonsberg and Relay Dorr, ail 
local layers, and overlooked formerly in tlie notifica- 
tions that informations had been filed against them, 
were made acquainted with the fact by a deputy 
sheriff this afternoon and are required to furnish 
bonds. 

Jockey .1. Bober ts was suspended for three days 
by the stewards for disobedience at the post in tlie 
second race and Aron was suspended for five days 
f. r the same offense. 

Jockey Bichcreek drew a four-day suspension 
freni the starter in the closing race.

Referring to tlie comments of some writers on 
tlie recent day at Warwick when ten races took 
place. Mr. John Ashton of Itrigg. writing to the 
Yorkshire Post, compares it with racing about fifty- 
years ago. 

He says: “I well remember at the Newmarket 

Houghton meeting in 1904 seventy contested events 
and six walkovers was the bill of fare for the week. 
At tlie Shrewsbury Autumn meeting. 1862. on tlie 
Friday, thirteen items were on the card, eight flat 
races, in which flint prince of jockeys. George Ford- 
liain. rode seven times and lost only one race — a 
race for officeis. etc. a match, two steeplechases 
and a hurdle race. 

’’In running through a sporting paper for 1862 
1 noted that tlie horses sold tiiat year realized 
50.707L. guineas. The Slcdmere yearlings were sold 
at York then and thirteen of them went for 1.7(H) 
guineas — and not one of llieir dams had a name. 
I well remember at that period the eccentric Lord 
Glasgow laid several roan colored horses running. 
They were from I’iiysalis, by Bay Middleton — Bu- 
leine. among them being Rapid Rhone and Tin- 
White Duck. During the past season a roan filly, 
descended from this family, lias been running, and 
a roan filly was lately sold. 

"A few years ago, after tlie failure of FoXhall 
at tin- stud, our turf guides, philosophers and 
friends thought they had a cheap tiling on in 
abusing American-bred stock, but after the brilliant 
doings of the progeny of Orby and tlie introduction 
of some of his offspring into our most fashionable 
studs, such phrases as were then used would not 
do now for cars polite.” 

To Mr. Ashton’s interesting letter we may add 
Hint in 1864 the Newmarket meeting extended from 
Monday to Saturday inclusive. On the Friday seven- 
teen races were down for decision. Two of tin- 
races ended in walkovers, but fifteen were actually 
contested, six of these being matches. — Sporting 
Chronicle. 



In the last thirteen years yearlings sold at auc- 
tion in this country have brought $4,492,634. 

August Belmont has made forty-nine nominations 
to the Futurity of 1923. entries to which closed 
Monday. 

Tlie name of S. C. Hildreth appears as a breeder 
for tlie first time in the nominations to the Futurity 
of 1923. lie having entered fifteen in that famous 
rare. 

J. Carney Cross, secretary of the Kentucky State 
Fair, is seeking to gain Samuel D. Riddle’s consent 
to exhibit the peerless Man o’ War at the Louisville 
Fair next fall. 

Andrew P. (Sinter, a veteran local turfman, who 
at one time raced St. Valentine and other horses, 
died at iiis home in this city Monday from cancer 
after a long illness. 

Jockey Lam-aster, the youngster James Fitzsim- 
mons sent to Cuba in charge of Frank Herold. lias 
been showing good form in tlie saddle at Oriental 
Park. He looks like a find. 

Recent claims at Tijuana were as follows: Min- 

nie H. went to J. A. Parson for $1 .(MMl ; Chandelier 
was taken by L, T. Whitehill for $1,200 and Miss 
Sedalia was claimed by T. J. Grant for $9<H). 

The best Irish two-year old of 1920 was Belsize, 
a chestnut by Captivation — Chancery, by Eager, 
which won all iiis four races and $7,220. His only 
fault is legginess. The colt in all other respects 
is a fine individual, witli size, scope and jsiwer. 

It will interest many of our readers to learn 
tlnil Poet lilyn. tlie former British jumping cham- 
pion. which broke down early this year anil was 
retired from racing, is being used as a hack at 
Biyii-y-l’vs by a member of the owner’s family. — ■
